AN ACT to explain and amend chapter eight of the laws of the ex-
tra session of 1861, entitled "an act to provide for the aid of vol-
unteers in the service of the United States or of this state," ap-
proved May 26, 1861. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows:

any regiment of infantry or cavalry, in. battery of artil-
lery, in the service of the United States or of this state, 
hereafter to be organized, and not already in pro-
cess of formation, shall be entitled to the benefits of 
this act ; and provided, further, that no non-commis-
sioned officer, musician or private, who shall desert or 
be dishonorably dismissed from the service, shall be 
entitled to the benefits of this act, or the act of which 
this is amendatory."

to mean the wife living with, and actually dependant 
[dependent] upon the volunteer for support at the time 
of his enlistment; or, having no wife as above, then 
his children under fourteen years of age ; having no 
wife or children, then infirm and indigent parent or par-
ents actually dependant [dependent] upon the labor of 
said volunteer for support, at the time of his enlistment : 
provided, that no one family or person shall be entitled 
to draw more than five dollars per month under the pro-
visions of this act, or the act to which this is amenda-
tory.

SECTION 4. If any officer or person shall willfully rnegn a In  is e  t for mak: 

make a false certificate or statement, to accompany any oat..

a jurat to a false statement or affidavit, to be used in 
obtaining the aid provided by said chapter, explained

ment of Wisconsin volunteers in active service or in 
process of formation. 

SECTION 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
